DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The recitation 
"These terms [i.e. approximately] should be construed as including a deviation of at 
least +/-5%...". (Paragraph [0037]) A deviation of at least +/-5% excludes the nominal 
value and includes all values with greater than a +/- 5% deviation. This appears to be a 
typo as this definition is inconsistent with the generally accepted meaning of the word 
"approximately". 

The use of the trademark Tourney TX (Paragraph 0026) has been noted in this 
application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the 
generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 3- 
107392. 

The Japanese patent discloses: 

• A base member (2) 

• A linkage mechanism (4) coupled to base member 

• A movable member (5) coupled to linkage mechanism 

• A guide member (7) including a pair of pulleys (8,9), the guide member 
pivotally supported on the movable member and being biased relative to 
the movable member in a first direction about a pivot axis 

• Movable member having first and second stoppers (20a,20b) 

• Guide member having an abutment member (19) 

• First stopper being arranged to selectively contact the abutment member 
to restrict rotation of the guide member in the first direction 
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• Second stopper being arranged to selectively contact the abutment 
member to restrict rotation of the guide member in a second direction 
opposite to the first direction 

• Second stopper is spaced approximately 180 degrees about the pivot axis 
from the first stopper (See Figures 4-6) 

• The abutment member (1 9) is a pin 

• Guide member includes an inner guide plate (7b) and an outer guide plate 
(7a) with the pulleys mounted therebetween 

• Abutment member (19) mounted on outer guide plate (7a) (See Figure 3) 

• Movable member (5) has a pivot pin (14) attached to the guide member 
(7) 

• Housing (1 3) mounted on the pivot pin and attached to the linkage 
mechanism (See Figure 1). 

• A biasing element (18) arranged between the movable member and the 
guide member to bias the guide member relative to the movable member 
such that the first stopper is normally in contact with the abutment member 
to restrict rotation of the guide member in the first direction (See Figure 4) 

• Housing of the movable member includes first and second stoppers.
